.Mr, tSpivnk met with a number of 
students in tho S.C.M. Confarciicc 
Uoont yeslpiilay iiflernoon and answer- 
ed numerous questions about tho poli- 
tical situation 111 Kurolio and Its signl- 
ficnnco In relation to Canada. When 
questioned as to tho "underground 
movements" In Europe, ho Bald that 
the "antl-»ltle"r" movement In Ger- 
many was IS.IXX» lili'ong and has six to 
eight nillKon sympalhiïcra, while there 
wore similar expressions of 'unrest In 
most European countries. 

According i« Mr, Splvak, the one 
Ihing that Is preventing European war 
at present is tho fact lliut tho govern- 
ments arc afraid to placo weapons In 
the hands of tho populace because of 
tho danger of civil war. In the case of 
Great Britain, he «a'd that' there would 
be llttto danger of civil war as Britain 
had such lovtit subjects.
